Summer Pruning. 

If (he orohardist understands bis 
business and has time to do it, summer 
pruning may be made to take the place 
almost wholly of any other form of 
pranipg, and the trees can be shaped 
just as the grower feels inclined, but 
for the best success it must be con¬ 
stantly kept np. On newly planted 
trees constant watchfulness will be 
necessary to prevent everything from 
growing exoept what is necessary to 
properly shape the tree. The aim 
should be to produce a stocky tree that 
will be able to bear up the loads of 
fruit expected later on. Where older 
trees have been budded to more de¬ 
sirable varieties, constant watchful¬ 
ness is necessary to coax the tree to 
put forth all its efforts in the new 
buds. This refers to orange trees. 
Some trees are refractory and almost 
refuse to do anything except in their 
own way. Experience alone can teach 
the orohardist. When the trees show 
that the summer growth has com¬ 
menced in earnest and the bnds have 
taken hold, is a good time to ent back 
the old wood severely, and when the 
young bnds show that they are the 
leaders then they can be given lull 
sway. 

George C. Underhill, the marble ex¬ 
pert of Rutland, Vt., has gone to the 
Big Bug onyx mine, twenty-eight 
miles southeast of Phoenix, Ariz. This 
is the property recently purchased by 
Congressman Fowlei of New Jersey 
for $15,000. The presence of Under¬ 
bill and his experts means the imme¬ 
diate development of one of the riobest 
onyx mines in the world, and this de¬ 
velopment is undoubtedly due to the 
fact that the new traiff law will place 
heavy tax on Mexican onyx.

The California Fig Syrup Company 
has brought snit in the United States 
oonrts against Clinton E. Worden &Co. 
et al. to reoover damages for sales of 
certain infringements of their patented 
medicine. 

The Supreme Court has decided that 
Tulare oounty cannot collect from 
Kings oounty its proportional share of 
bonds for the construction of a court¬ 
house. The bonds were outstanding 
when Kings county was created from 
Tnlare oonnty. 

Byron A. Long of Eureka is the suc¬ 
cessful candidate for the appointment 
to the Annapolis naval academy. He 
made 93 per cent on his studies. Long 
is a little over 17 years old. W. E. T. 
Neumann of San Rafael was seoond in 
the examination. 

Southern California has this year 
marketed about 1000 oars of lemons, a 
four-fold increase during the last four 
years. The acreage not yet in bearing 
is very large. Nobody can prediot the 
rate of increase for the future, bnt it 
will be very rapid. 

The Truckee Box Factory and Lum¬ 
ber Co. in San Franoisoo, has been j 
seriously damaged by fire. The plant 
was worth $50,000, with an insurance 
of $35,000. It is thought that the 
loss will reach $35,000. They will 
resume business as soon as possible, 
whioh will be in about two months. 

The report of the San Franoisoo

Stockton. At a meeting of the agents 
last week they refused to sign an 
"agents’ agreement” whereby they 
were asked to pledge themselves to ac¬ 
cept 15 per oent commission, instead 
of 30 per cent, the present rate. The 
agents will hold another meeting to 
consider whether they will submit or 
not in that city. 

Eli A. Gage, auditor of the North 
American Transportation and Trading 
Company, is in Seattle on bis way to 
the company’s trading posts on the 
Yukon. He said recently that he un¬ 
derstood a ohartered British company 
is preparing to operate on the Yukon 
on the same plan and scale at the 
famous Chartered South African Com¬ 


pany. It will build and govern town# 
and cities, maintain a force of soldien., 
operate mines, bnild steamships, eta? 
The company is understood to hav* 
millions back of it. 

There is considerable dissatisfaction 
among people in Southern California 
over the present system of delivering 
mail from Mexican ports. The mer¬ 
chants are the most materially effected,, 
ana they, tbrongh A. B. Roth, have 
brought the attention of United States 
Sentaor White to the matter. At the 
present time the steamer Orizaba baa 
been put on as a special to run be¬ 
tween San Francisco and Mazatlan and 
various points on the Mexican ooaaL 
The vessel stops at Redondo and San 
Pedro both ways, but in spite of this 
the mail sent via either of these 
places, instead of being put off, ia 
carried north to San Franoisoo and 
then returned to its Southern Califor¬ 
nia destination, occasioning a delay of 
several days. 

A party on science and Indian relics 
has returned to Tombstone from 
exploring the Chaos ruins. The whole 
party were made ill, either from, 
nephitio air.or from inhaling a poison-' 
ons dost arising from the caverne. 
They secured two wagonloads of pot¬ 
tery, skeleton, turquoise and shell 
beads. The chief prizes were a leather 
mat, well preserved, that bad envel-i 
oped a skeleton, and a blanket with a 
picture of the sun painted npon it. 
The picture would indioate that the 
makers were sun-worshippers. 

The location of the next encamp¬ 
ment of the National Guard is not yet 
decided. Santa Monica and Sants 
Barbara are both oompetiug for it, 
General Last has announced that it 
will take abont $3500 to make up tin 
shortage existing in the appropriation 
made by the State Legislature for ex¬ 
penses. The city whioh can come 
nearest making up this shortage will 
get the enoapment. Santa Monion 
has appointed a committee to take up a' 
subscription for the money. An attempt: 
to get special concessions from the rail-, 
roads is also being made. There will' 
be abont 1000 men in camp. 

It is thought that the Chino faotoryi 
will this year ran out 17,000 tons otj 
refined sngar from about 125,0.00 tow, 
of beets grown at Chino, Anaheim anf 
Hneneme. It is estimated that the 
sugar will be marketable for about 
$1,360,000, while the farmers will re¬ 
ceive $435,000 for the beets, and the 
company will pay $126,000 for fnel 
oil. It seems very evident that the. 
sugar company is to net over half a 


hundreds of thousands of acres oLgood 
beet land scattered over California, 
the farmers want to grow beets and the 
people need the sngar from them. 
The only obstacle to the production of 
sngar to meet the requirements of 
the entire oountry is a laok of factor¬ 
ies. 

The Senate Commitee on Territories, 
after a somewhat prolonged investiga¬ 
tion, agreed to report baok the nomi¬ 
nation of the Hon. M. H. MoCord to 
be Governor of Arizona, with a favor¬ 
able recommendation. The committee 
did not divide on the vote bnt two or 
three members reserved the right to 
oppose confirmation in the Senate, if 
so disposed, after further investiga¬ 
tion. One of th charges made against 
Mr. MoCord was that he would favor 
the refunding of certain Territorial 
bonds. He was reoalled by the com¬ 
mittee, and said he had made no prom¬ 
ises to the holders of the bonds, and 
had no connection with them.

■stellite of Jupiter.
